KICKING TREES. 


I,omb*rme« Know Tbem VT»tl and Ar« 


CareXal to Keep Oat of Tbelr W ay. 
Very few who have ever witnessed 


the method ot lumbering in our forest* 
realize the danger, with its accompany- 
ing fascination, the hard, rugged work 
with its health-giving results, or tha 
enjoyment to be found in camp life in. 
the solitary woods, miles from civiliza- 
tion. Th» danger from flying limbs or 
a -kicking" tree as It fills, lodges or 
strikes up>>n a stump or across a log. 
rnd swings around or flies back with 
terrible force, is not noticed by tia 
lumbermen, if they are lucky enough 
to dodge successfully. Another danger 
that people little realize is that of the 
teamsters who haul the logs from th« 
stump to tie main road. Much of the 
timber is cut upon the mountain sides. 
which are so steep that a horse team 
can scarcely climb up. At the top, log* 
measuring from 30 to iO feet In length 
ar*- loaded upon one sled and ara 
dragged down the mountain. In place* 
the road goes down so steep that tha 
ends of the logs are above the horses* 
hips. The logs with the sled tip down, 
and away they go down the mountain 


«!ay their time is practically fr«—only 
Iwth muit not leave the lightship at 
the same time. There are tbe'cica!s to 
l>e got ready, clothe* to Ur mejided. 
trie decks to be sluiced, line* to 1« at- 
tended to, the weather to be observed 
and the log to lie kept. There Is a boat 
w hich can be used for fiihing purposes.

Sanchez led n», fol- 
lowing the devious windings of this 
trail, for over 150 miles, and only threg 
or four times dismountingsoastomora 
closely examine the ground, he finally 
brought me. to where the Indians had 
reunited."—Denver Field and Farm.
